Council Group Okays 
Food and Milk Laws 


Health Committee Approves Examinations on Wider 
Scope; Dairy Ordinance Revision Along Federal Lines 
Favored to Insure Sanitation of Atlanta’s Supply.. 


Additional protection for Atlanta’s milk and food supply was rec- | 


ommended unanimously yesterday by city council’s health and sani- 
tation committee and will go to council February 19 for sanction of 


that body. 

Following recommendations of 
Dr. John P. Kennedy, city health 
officer, and members of Dr. Ken- 
nedy’s staff, the committee voted 
the 1925 milk ordi- 
nance and brought it up to date 
by passing a new measure based 
on a milk ordinance recommended 
by the United States Public Health 
Service... The new measure will 
mean greater sanitation for the 
approximately 30,000 gallons of 
milk consumed each day in 
lanta, health officials said. 

Revision Approved. 

At the same time, the commit- 
tee approved a revision for the 
food handlers’ laws, with the prin- 
cipal clause making it mandatory 
that all food handlers of whatever 
description or classification obtain 
health doc- 
tors showing them to be free of 
any venereal diseases. About 10,- 
500 have been issued certificates 
under the old measure, but it es- 
timated that the number will be 
increased to about 15,000 under 
the revised law. The old law ex- 
empted store clerks and a few 
others, but the new measure makes 
no exemptions. 

Although proposed new milk 
follows the old law in 
the main, it provides the following 
additions: 

1. Examination of all cattle for 
Bang’s disease as well as for tu- 
berculosis, but giving dairymen 
three yvears to comply with the 
new provision 

2. Mechanical 
milk instead of 
method. 

3. Sterilization by 
heat, steam, chlorine.

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When Paving Bursts 

If the south is to experience wintry weather, 
in future years, commensurate with the cold 
and snow and ice that blanketed the country 
a week or two ago, a new problem for this sec- 
tion will be calling upon ‘street and highway 
engineers for solution. It is evident that the 
type of surfacing used in the south today, in 
most places, will not stand up under the strain 
of serious freezing. The problem then will be 
whether it is economically sounder to build 
roads that will survive all weathers, or whether 
creater value for the dollar expended can be 
secured by continuing to construct the present 
quality of highways, and meet the cost of re- 
pairing them after every severe freeze. 

Roads constructed to withstand the shocks 
of winter are usually of concrete, built on the 
block method with spaces between blocks to 


allow for expansions and contractions due to 


temperature changes. They are, of course, high- 
er in initial cost but the upkeep is much less, 
especially in regard to damage due to winter’s 
strain. 

The average street, and many of the high- 
ways, in the south are constructed of asphalt, 
rock and a cohesive, tar preparation or some 
similar material. These are fine in the summer 
time. However, the material contains a cer- 
tain amount of moisture, is absorbent of rain 
and, when a heavy freeze comes, the following 
thaw results in cracks and holes caused by the 
same natural phenomena that results in burst 
water pipes. As a result the streets of Atlanta 
today are pockmarked with holes that are al- 
ready a menace to traffic and that grow wider 
and deeper with every wheel that bounces 
through them. There are innumerable cracks 
in the paving which, if not quickly repaired, 
will themselves become new holes as the steady, 
persistent pounding of traffic breaks them 
down. 

The state highway department has already 
assigned $1,500,000 for repairs to the highways 
of Georgia, repairs made necessary by the re- 
cent weather damage. The street department 
of Atlanta is asking for $70,000 for the neces- 
Sary repair work on the city thoroughfares and 
an even more serious problem faces the county. 

Add to these direct costs the indirect bur- 
den of property damage laid upon the automo- 
bile owners of the state, due to hard usage 
to which cars on such highways must submit, 
and the cost to Georgia and Georgians mounts 
high into the millions. 

It must not be forgotten, too, that hole- 
pitted roads tend to increase the hazards of 
driving. Motorists intent upon dodging holes 
must withdraw some degree of attention from 
other cars and the resultant zig-zag mode of 
travel makes collision much more probable. 

Today the problem before state and city 
authorities alike is how to repair the damaged 
paving as efficiently and quickly as possible. It 
is a costly undertaking and, at best, cannot 
be completed in less than several months. In 
the meantime, motorists can only exercise all 
the patience they can summon and drive with 
extra care. 

But, for the long view, the highway engi- 
neers of the south will undoubtedly devote ex- 
tensive study to the problem of finding a meth- 
od of road surfacing that will not go to pieces 
after every freeze and, at the same time, will 
not be prohibitive in cost for state and local 
governments already struggling with insuf- 
ficient revenue to meet pressing needs. 


Now it comes out that the brilliance of Hore-

Cotton Stamps 

The south will watch with concerned interest 
the experiment to be launched by the United 
States Department of Agricuiture in the giving 
away of “cotton stamps,” to the needy. The 
plan has so many ramifications that, although 
on the surface it appears to be a feasible 
method of both helping the helpless and re- 
ducing the cotton surplus, it is quite possible it 
may be the first step toward an economic dis- 
ruption that could grow to revolutionary pro- 
portions. 3 

Stripped of non-essentials. the plan ac- 
tually proposes to sell io eligible families— 
which means the penniless unemployed on re- 
lief—cotton goods at half price, with the fea- 
eral government absorbing the difference. Each 
purchaser of a dollar’s worth ‘of stamps will 
be able to buy $2 worth of cotton goods, the 
free stamps which “purchase’’ the second dol- 
lar’s worth being redeemed by the government. 

It may be possible thus to use the cotton 
surplus held by the government to clothe those 
who otherwise would be dangerously ill clad. 
It may be possible to aid the southern cotton 
producer by removing part of that overstock 
of cotton which hangs like a depression cloud 
over the cotton markets of the nation. 

But it must not be forgotten that, in actual 
effect, the cotton stamps are neither more nor 
less than an increase in the currency, with 
no supporting value behind them save the 
promise of redemption. That the new currency 
is availableeonly to the poverty-stricken does 
not alter the fact that it is, to all purposes, new 
currency for a specific purpose. 

The idea is to be tested in only five or 10 
cities, at first. The department is moving slow- 
ly. It is presumed, if the plan works well in the 
test cities, it will be enlarged to cover wider 
areas. In fact, the question arises as to what 
argument is used to justify a system that en- 
ables people in one of the favored cities to pay 
for 10 cents an article that people in another 
city can secure only by paying 20 cents. 

The proposal is one which, not many years 
ago, would have been branded at conception 
as a dangerous socialistic dream. Economic 
theory has moved far to the left in recent 
years, however, and the cotton stamp plan is 
accepted, by the people of the United States, 
as not far out of line, today, with the general 
trend of governmental economic experimenta- 
tion. 


Judge B. P. Gaillard 


The death of Judge Benjamin Palmer Gail- 
lard, of Gainesville, removes one of the best 
loved and most outstanding leaders of north 
Georgia. As lawyer and judge, and as public- 
spirited citizen of his home ccmmunity, Judge 
Gaillard rendered a lifetime of service which 
leaves an indelible mark. 

He served as superior court judge of the 
northeast circuit for the greater part of two 
terms, retiring voluntarily at the conclusion of 
the second. He was a leader in his church and 
for 20 years taught a Sunday school class at 
Gainesville, a class which bears his name. 

As an orator Judge Gaillard had few, if any, 
equals. He brought to the modern era gift 
which has almost passed away, and his orations 
have for years been held as models for all 
public speakers. He was in constant demand 
as a speaker and was the keynote speaker at 
the 1938 Democratic state convention at Macon. 

While Judge Gaillard devoted himself large- 
ly to the wellbeing of his own section of the 
state, he is mourned by all Georgians and his 
memory will long remain green as that of a 
man who, possessing unusual gifts, used them 
always for the advantage of his neighbors and 
fellow men.

JAPAN SEEKS TRADE PEACE. 
(From the Detroit Free Press.) 

There comes from Japan—in Foreign Minister 
Hachiro Arita’s definitions to the Japanese parlia- 
ment of the new Yonai government’s foreign policy 
—substantial encouragement of the prospects for 
a composure of the potentially serious state of 
American-Japanese relations. 

In course of his temperate and comprehensive 
address, Arita states Japan “has absolutely no de- 
sire to do away with the rights of third powers in 
China” and is ‘anxious to see the development of 
China’s trade with other powers.” Of the Ameri- 
can status, he says:, 

“A treatyless situation which deprives trade of 
stability and makes relations in general difficult is 
not desirable for either Japan or America. We 
propose to exert further efforts in the confident 
hope that Japanese-American relations will be re- 
stored to a normal status, that is to say to a treaty 
basis.” 

The proposals for a United States trade em- 
bargo against Japan, though still given some vocal 


agitation by individual members of congress, ap-. 


pear to be on the shelf in congress and at the 
State Department. It is an American contribu- 
tion that Secretary of State Hull has quieted the 
trade severance idea—economic war, that is— 
while his negotiations proceed for a new commer- 
cial treaty, in substitution for the 1911 treaty 
which lapsed January 26. 

A Japanese solution is much to be desired. -The 
step separating economic frem military war is 
short, Senator Vandenberg has assisted in smooth- 
ing the situation by explaining that he originally 
proposed denouncing the old treaty, not to pave 
the way for an embargo, but as a necessary step 
in forming a new trade relationship which takes 
present conditions into account. 

Assuming Arita’s reasonableness sustained by 
events at Tokyo, it would seem that Japan will 


meet the essentials of American interests at least - 


halfway. An inducement in the United States, 
we think, lies in that the Arita predicete for sta- 
bilization of East Asia rests on an independent 
Chinese government which is thoroughly anti- 
Communist. . | | |

Still another explanation has unusual interest, however, both 
because it does not strain the facts of the case and because it comes 
from two men with very special facilities for furming an accurate 
opinion. This explanation is that the President does not want to 
run, but feels he must run if the spring offensives show the Allies 
in danger of defeat. 


JUST IN CASE At first glance this hypothesis may seem ex- 


| : traordinary, but the closer you look at it, the 
more logical it seems. In the first place, there are the President’s 
known opinions on the world situation. He has publicly indicated 
and privately stated in the strongest and clearest language that. he 
believes an Allied defeat would be directly threatening to this 
country. He is not a man who follows the foolish practice of 
hoping for the best in foreign affairs. He foresees that after 
an Allied defeat might well come world domination by Germany 
and her allied and semi-allied dictatorships. He knows enough 
economics to realize that in a world so dominated, this country 
might be forced in upon itself, becoming a closed and therefore a 
managed economy. In short, while he does not suppose that Allied 
defeat would impair our physical safety, he fears that it would 
gravely endanger the traditional way of life of which his enemies 
talk so often.

whose money is-being spent 
for radio, for headquarters, and for expensive printing of publica- 
tions and mail, there are those who are recalling past years when 
a primary was held. 

Somebody has piled money into Georgia in an effort to. buy up 
an instructed delegation. 

It must be worth a great deal to some persons or interests. 

Georgia has had primaries in the past. In the past 30 years 
there have been just four primaries. 

In each instance the person to whom the vote was pledged 
failed to get the nomination. Georgia, therefore, was ignored in 
patronage and in all considerations of importance. The state each 
time was politically handcuffed. 

In 1912 Georgia was pledged to Oscar Underwood, the able 
senator from Alabama. 3 3 

Underwood never had a chance. He was hopelessly beaten. 

All the Georgia delegation could do was sit there, shackled and 
helpless, and futilely intone, “28 votes for Underwood.” 

Woodrow Wilson was nominated as the compromise candidate 
when. Champ Clark and William Jennings Bryan were deadlocked. 

Georgia’s votes never meant anything and the delegation, pledged 
in advance by a preferential primary, was a futile one. That was 


one experience. 

AGAIN IN 1920 _~ There was another instructed delegation from 
a primary held in 1920. “The boys” got one 

to beat Hoke Smith and Tom Watson and instructed for A. Mitchell 

Palmer. 

Palmer never had a chance. 

Georgia’s delegation meant nothing and could do nothing. 
was “instructed,” which means it was chained, 

In 1932, Judge G. H. Howard was entered in behalf of John 
Nance Garner. Franklin D. Roosevelt carried every county in the 
state. 

In 1936, a primary was called and the fee put at $10,000. This 
was done by the Talmadge administration, then bitter opponent of 
President Roosevelt. 

Georgians raised the money and Roosevelt was the only entry. 

That, in brief, is the history of primaries in Georgia. 

Not one experience has been fortunate or “democratic” -or 
worth while. Nothing in the past history of primaries indicates 
another should be held. 


SO, AT PRESENT Meanwhile, the campaign te “instruct” for

a most able and admirable man, has said he does not want to be 
president. He wants to forestall a third term.

The profits must be invested in more and bigger factories and 
sources of raw material and methods of transportation, and these 
in turn must be profitable. 

For if there is no way to invest the profits, there is no point 
in making them. The industrialist who makes a million dollars 
a year can’t spend the money. And banks don’t want it if they 
can’t find a way to invest it. 

Within the last few years we have had a taste of what hap- 
pens when people with money can't find a way to invest it with 
reasonable hope of safety and profit. The money lies idle ors 
is tied up in government bonds so politicians can play with it, 
and workmen are idle, too. Most of our present-day jobs were 
created by investing profits in new enterprises,

Movement of Georgia on educa- | 
tion. I am still thinking about that 
sermon. It has helped me to see 
rrore clearly some facts about 
which I have been thinking for 
some time. The report very defi- 
nitely helps answer the inevitable 
question: How are we to have an 
educated community? The an- 
swer is given under three general 
heads, first, knowledge of our so- 
cial heritage; second. understand- 
ing our physical environment, 
third, ability to live usefully in 
the community. It pursues this 
thought through the grades, the 
high school and the college. 

For example, shall rural high 
schools adapt themselves to rural 
life or shall secondary educaticn 
aumit no difference between city 
and rural youth? Shall high 
schools primarily aim at college 
e trance or pursue a program in- 
dependent of college preparation? 
Less than eight per cent of those 
entering high school ever go to 
college. As I read this section of 
the report, I thought of what 
Ralph McGill wrote in his column 
a little while ago along the same 
Also. Westbrook Pegler’s 
culumn only a day or two ago on 
“Too Much Education?” 

You will see, from what I am 
seying, that these people who 
wrote this sermon on education in 
Georgia have really gone into the 
subject without bias and without 
apology.

To the geologist the few meteor- | 
ites which finally reach the earth 
after their flaming flight through 
space are valuable. One weigh- 
ing a pound would be considered a 
prize. But with the aid of Prof. 
LaPaz’s instrument the university 
has increased its collection many 
times over and it now contains a 
meteorite weighing 40 pounds. 

The professor first became in- 
terested in meteorites while trac- 
ing their paths mathematically. 
From this he turned to their ac- 
tual collection and the invention 
of a device which at last puts the 
search for meteorites on a scien- 
tific basis.
